Good Samaritan 
held at knifepoint 


A “VOLATILE” guest threatened 
to cut the throat of a Good Sa¬ 
maritan who had given him shel¬ 
ter at his home in a bid to help 
him overcome his problems. 

Phillip Emery, 39, lived in a 
bungalow on the property of a 
man who had offered him ac¬ 
commodation in a desire to “give 
something back to society”. 

Last summer, Emery, sub¬ 
jected his benefactor, as well as 
two other men living in the next 
property, to a terrifying ordeal 
that included holding a knife to 
the home-owner’s throat and 
threatening to kill him. 

Emery, of Fordham Road in 
Newmarket, appeared at Cam-

bridge Crown Court, where he was 
found guilty of one count of black¬ 
mail, one count of affray, three 
counts of theft and one count of 
causing criminal damage. The jury 
acquitted him of a second count of 
affray and another of theft. 

In a statement, Emery’s victim 
said: “Phillip Emery came to live 
with me on and off. We had a 
friendship and it was nice for me 
to give something back to society 
by helping him. He became more 
volatile as time went on. One 


minute he was great and the next 
he was violent. 

“If he doesn’t get his own way, 
he can be very threatening. In 
July, he jumped on me and held 
a knife to my throat. I kept very 
still. I was very upset. 

“He told me to get on my knees 
and I froze. I didn’t like to think 
about what could happen. I was 
aghast at the whole thing.” 

The victim said that, while Em¬ 
ery had lived at the property, po¬ 
lice had been called a total of 49 
times. 

“The jury must think I’m an 
idiot,” the victim added. “I just 
thought I was helping someone.” 

Another witness, who lived in 


the house at the time, said Em¬ 
ery - who was not represented 
in court and who had refused 
to attend either in person or via 
video-link - had taken a dislike 
to him and a second man who 
had taken up residence in the 
house. He said Emery seemed to 
have 24-hour access to both their 
house and the bungalow he was 
living in. 

“It was very uncomfortable 
living there,” he said. “When we 
moved in, he was quite charm¬ 
ing but he snapped. He became 
a crazed maniac. He was alleg-

Carer took £50 
from woman 
with dementia 


A CARER who stole from 
a dementia sufferer was 
caught on camera, a court 
has heard. 

Caroline Castle-Read, 46, 
was twice seen looking into 
the bag of the woman she 
was employed to look after. 

On Friday, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard how Castle- 
Read, of St David, Newmar¬ 
ket, had pleaded guilty to 
theft from Hazel Rowlands 
between April 19 and 25, 
2014. 

Prosecuting, Adam Butler 
said the family of Mrs Row¬ 
lands had installed a camera 
system in her home to help 
ensure her safety. 

It was that system which 
resulted in Castle-Read be¬ 
ing caught when £50 in cash 
went missing. 

When reviewed, images 


COURT REPORTER 
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showed Castle-Read looking 
into the handbag on April 21 
and then one minute later 
moving it to a chair. Images 
also revealed her looking in¬ 
side the bag as it hung from 
the same chair on April 25. 

Mr Butler said Castle-Read 
was interviewed in June 2014 
and denied taking money 
without permission. Castle- 
Read said she had been told 
to take £20 to buy cat food 
and that must have been 
what she had been seen do¬ 
ing. 

Initially Castle-Read de¬ 
nied theft but later changed 
her plea to guilty, the court 
heard. 


Appearing for Castle-Read, 
Philip Farr said it was accept¬ 
ed that the offence had been 
a high breach of trust be¬ 
cause of the the position she 
had been in and the person 
she had been paid to care for. 

Mr Farr said: “Although 
it is a breach of trust it is a 
low value and there is some 
degree of opportunism. This 
is not a person who is inher¬ 
ently dishonest.” 

Sentencing her, Judge John 
Devaux told Castle-Read: 
“You were employed to look 
after people and not steal 
from them. This was a par¬ 
ticularly vulnerable victim 
who has since died.” 

Castle-Read was sen¬ 
tenced to 12 weeks impris¬ 
onment suspended for 18 
months and ordered to pay 
£1,200 prosecution costs.

Case of herpes virus closes National Stud 


THE National Stud in Newmarket 
has been forced to close to the 
public after a case of the herpes 
virus was found on site. 

The neurological herpes virus 
was found in a maiden filly in the 
Health Isolation Unit at the stud, 
next to the July Racecourse. 

The filly had arrived from 
overseas on January 20 and is fully 
vaccinated. 

In a statement, a spokesperson 
for The National Stud said: "We 
are observing the requirements 
of the Codes Of Practice and the 
main stud has now been closed on 
a precautionary basis. 

"It is hoped that breeding 
activity can be resumed at the start 
of the covering season. 

"We look forward to 
commencing our tours in due 
course." 

The stud, as well as its coffee 
shop, has been closed for tours, 
until further notice. 

British Equine Veterinary 
Association President Mark 
Bowen said: "The herpes virus 
is a relatively common virus in 
racehorses. 

"But when it affects breeding 
horses it can lead to abortion in 
large numbers so it can lead to 
large financial losses in the racing 
industry. It's a particular strain of 
the herpes virus that goes on to 
lead to abortions. 

"It's spread largely by direct 
contact through horse to horse 
so it's something that can be 









relatively controlled. There is 
also a form which can effect 
the nervous system. When 
that happens the horses are 
unable to stand and it can 
be fatal but we don't tend to 


see this strain in the UK." 

The horse is thought to 
have contracted the EHV-1 
strand of the virus, which 
has a 60 to 70 per cent rate 
of survival.

Parked HGVs 
‘are a hazard’

LORRIES parking on a road 
in Newmarket are creating a 
hazardous situation for oth¬ 
er drivers and for racehorses 
and their riders. 

That is the view of resi¬ 
dents from Heathcoate 
Place, on Old Station Road, 
who have written to the 
county council to complain 
about HGVs parking oppo¬ 
site their homes. 

They say the lorries make 
a lot of noise, make it diffi¬ 
cult for them to drive out of 
their drives, and block driv¬ 
ers’ view of horses crossing 
the road. 

One resident, who signed 
the letter but did not want to 
be named, said: “They arrive 
late at night and leave in the 
morning most days. 

“The horses cross the road 
from the horsewalk to their 
yards but when lorries are 
parked on one side of the 
road, cars can’t see the hors¬ 
es. 

“It’s an accident waiting to 
happen.” 


The residents have writ¬ 
ten a letter to Suffolk County 
Council asking them to ad¬ 
dress the problem. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said they 
were looking into it. 

He said: “This is the start 
of the process. It is very early 
stages and we are waiting for 
official confirmation from 
the town council. 

“If we hear back from the 
town council with support, 
we would look at trying to 
find a solution.” 

At Monday’s meeting, the 
town council voted in sup¬ 
port of Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil carrying out a survey into 
HGV parking. 

They also requested the 
council finds somewhere 
that HGVs could park to

avoid the problem just mov¬ 
ing elsewhere. 

Cllr Michael lefferys said 
Old Station Road was not an 
appropriate place to have 
HGVs parking but it was a 
“problem across Newmar¬ 
ket”. 

Cllr Dave Hudson told the 
News : “Parking is a problem - 
an almost unsolveable prob¬ 
lem. But if you stop parking 
in one place you move the 
problem around. 

“Suffolk County Council 
have got to look at that when 
they do their consultation.”

Death in custody: 
Man swallowed 
cocaine - inquest 


A MAN who died while in 
police custody in Bury St 
Edmunds after being ar¬ 
rested in Newmarket told a 
sergeant he had swallowed 
cocaine, an inquest heard. 

Lee Sparks, 29, of Cannon 
Street in Bury St Edmunds, 
died at West Suffolk Hospital 
on Christmas Eve. 

An inquest into his death 
was opened and adjourned 
last Wednesday in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Coroner Dr Peter Dean 
said: “Mr Sparks had been 
arrested for shoplifting. 

“At the time of his arrest it 
is alleged a small round ob¬ 
ject was seen in his pocket. 

“He was restrained and 
handcuffed and the object

was not found. 

“He was, according to the 
initial report, seen to cough 
and choke. 

“When asked if he had 
something in his mouth he 
said no. Later, he became 
unwell and when asked by 
the sergeant if he had swal¬ 
lowed something, he said 
he had swallowed some co¬ 
caine.” 

The inquest was ad¬ 
journed for further toxicol¬ 
ogy reports to be carried out. 

After his arrest, Mr Sparks 
was taken to Bury St Ed¬ 


munds Police Investigation 
Centre but became “unwell” 
shortly after he arrived at 
about 6.45pm. 

He was taken to West 
Suffolk Hospital at about 
7.20pm and died at 9.40pm. 

The IPCC have opened an 
investigation into his death, 
as is mandatory when some¬ 
one dies in police custody 

They have asked to hear 
from anyone who witnessed 
Mr Sparks’ interaction with 
Tesco staff before the police 
arrived and his subsequent 
arrest outside the store at 
about 6pm.

On the campaign trail, 
with man’s best friend 



CANDIDATES in a by-elec¬ 
tion for the Newmarket 
and Red Lodge area on the 
County Council have been 
out canvassing for votes... in 
some cases with their dogs 
by their side. 

The by-election, to replace 
Lisa Chambers who resigned 
last year, will be held on Leb- 
ruary 18. 

Candidates standing are 
Robin Millar for the Con¬ 
servatives; Michael Jefferys 
for Labour; Roger Dicker for 
Ukip; Andrew Appleby for 
the West Suffolk Independ¬ 
ents; and Tim Huggan for the 
Liberal Democrats. 

Tim Huggan was a district 
councillor until last year. 

If elected, he wants to push 
for improvements to educa¬ 
tion and traffic. He said with 
new housing plans, the area 
faced “gridlock”. 

He added: “We waited 10 
years for a new school at Red 
Lodge which was then un¬ 
derfunded and too small. 

“We have waited an eterni¬ 
ty for the A14/A142 junctions 
which makes it increasingly 
dangerous at rush hour. A 
half-hourly rail service from 
Newmarket is needed to lim¬ 
it road traffic growth.” 

Roger Dicker, who was

also a district councillor and 
runs Kentford Post Office, 
believes Newmarket and vil¬ 
lages “deserve much better”. 

He said: “Our roads are 
potholed, schools are over¬ 
crowded, bus services and 
vital community transport is 
being axed. 

“We are going to be made 
to pay more to use our local 
town and now a further tax 
to use our brown bins. 

“If elected I plan to engage 
with all relevant parties to 
try and stem this complete 
financial mismanagement.” 

Michael Jefferys is a New¬ 
market town councillor. 

He says his concerns are 
cuts to the fire service and 
lack of recycling facilities. 

He said: “The waste recyl- 
cing centre has been closed 
and now the district coun¬ 
cil are making it difficult for 
people to recycle their gar¬ 
den waste. I will fight to stop 
these cuts and the services 
being taken away.” 

Andrew Appleby, also a 
town and district council¬ 
lor, would look at education, 
housing and highways. 

He said: “The underinvest¬ 


ment in infrastructure in our 
area should not be allowed 
to continue. 

“We can’t just keep build¬ 
ing houses where they are 
not wanted and neglect to 
upgrade the surrounding in¬ 
frastructure.” 

Linally, Robin Millar, dep¬ 
uty leader of Lorest Heath 
District Council, will be fo¬ 
cussing on growth if he is 
elected. 

He said: “One of the big¬ 
gest challenges facing the 
area now is growth. People 
will know how important I 
consider families are and 
parishes know the work I 
have done with them over 
the last few years. 

“I will make sure that 
growth does not swamp our 
villages, and that it comes 
with investment in school 
places, roads and the servic¬ 
es that we need. 

“I will make a difference 
for residents. Lor exam¬ 
ple, I set up the Let’s Read! 
programme in Newmarket 
which now puts 70 volun¬ 
teers every week into six lo¬ 
cal schools to help children 
improve their reading skills.”

ing I was a con-man trying to take 
advantage of [the benefactor] but 
that is, in fact, more like his own 
relationship with him.” 

Emery also subjected his neigh¬ 
bours and the owner of the prop¬ 
erty to a prolonged period of 
blackmail during which he would 
demand money and threaten a 
range of consequences from fire¬ 
bombing the house to people com¬ 
ing to kill them if they did not com- 
ply. 

“I was worried,” said the 
owner. “I treated the threats 
seriously.” 

The jury was also told Emery had 
crept into one of his neighbours’ 
bedrooms as he slept and held a 
knife against his throat, telling him 
he had three days to move out. Em¬ 
ery was found not guilty of this of¬ 
fence. 

The court heard Emery had sto¬ 
len property, including a laptop 
computer, from his neighbours. 

Emery is due to be sentenced 
at Cambridge Crown Court and 
will be remanded in custody 
until then.

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Mapping dogs to 
help fight disease 


A CHARITY near Newmarket is call¬ 
ing on dog owners to help them 
raise funds to eradicate diseases in 
their animals. 

The Animal Health Trust (AHT) in 
Kennett has started the Give a Dog a 
Genome project. 

It aims to sequence the genomes 
of 50 breeds which can be used to 
help control and eventually get rid 
of diseases when dogs are bred. 

They are creating the UK’s larg¬ 
est canine genome bank, gaining a 
better understanding of which DNA 
changes are neutral and which ones 
have a negative effect on a dog’s 
health. 

Dr Cathryn Mellersh, head of the 
Genetics Centre, said: “The AHT has 
been making significant improve¬ 
ments to dog health through genet¬ 
ics for over 20 years, but the knowl¬ 
edge we have the potential to gain 
from this project could very quickly 
accelerate us forward another 20 
years. The DNA tests we develop 
from our research are incredibly

Policing precept in council tax set to rise 


A COUNCIL tax precept to pay for 
policing in Suffolk is set to rise by 
1.958 per cent. 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
Tim Passmore announced on Friday 
that taxpayers will be asked to pay 
just under an extra 7p per week to go 
towards policing. 

Raising the precept will add 
£830,000 onto the constabulary’s 
budget, which is set to help fund 20 
new police officers and three PCSOs. 


Mr Passmore said, “Before making 
the decision to increase the precept 
I held a public consultation and was 
reassured that the majority of the 
people that responded to the survey 
were prepared to pay a little extra for 
their police service. 

“This extra money will help us to 
continue to keep you safe and meet 
some of the financial challenge that 
we face in the coming financial year.” 

“Suffolk Constabulary is a low-cost 


force and offers good value for mon¬ 
ey but savings still need to be made.” 

The price for a Band D property 
would go from £170.10 a year to 
£173.34 a year. 

Mr Passmore added: “I want to re¬ 
assure everyone that Suffolk will con¬ 
tinue to respond in an emergency 
and safer neighbourhood teams will 
continue to operate, supported by 
the neighbourhood response teams 
and enhanced investigation teams.”

A COLT from Newmarket’s Frankel 
has dominated sales in New Zea¬ 
land.

three days ago.” 

Andrew Seabrook, managing di¬ 
rector of New Zealand Bloodstock, 
said they were “delighted” with the 
results. 

Frankel’s foals and yearlings at¬ 
tracted attention from around 
the world following the unbeaten 
horse going out to stud last year. 

He now stands at Banstead Man¬ 
or stud near Newmarket. 

Frankel was unbeaten in 14 
starts and won almost £3 million 
in prize money. 

However, when his foals were 


sold in Newmarket last year, they 
failed to garner as high bids as 
were expected. 

TV cameras shined on the sales 
ring with baited breath while the 
foals went up for auction, but they 
did not achieve high numbers 

Two sold in Newmarket went for 
350,000 guineas and 200,000 guin¬ 


eas, while the third was sold out¬ 
side the sale for £150,000. 

A guinea is worth £1.04. 

When others came back as year¬ 
lings, the highest price paid was 
750,000 guineas. 

Others earned prices of 285,000 
guineas 190,000 guineas and

PlYo! Let’s Go! 


Emily Martin tries out 
the new fitness craze 
that puts pilates and 
yoga together 


P iYo. Doesn't it sound like a cute, little, 
furry superhero from Japan? The kind 
that might give you a high five with its 
little paw and then wink a big, sparkling blue 
eye at you. "PiYo! To the rescue!" But no, my 
friends. I've seen PiYo and it's not furry or 
cute. It's tough and it'll leave you exhausted 
in a heap on the floor, which is where you 
find me today. Curled up in a ball, typing this 
with one hand, while the other prods at my 
aching hamstrings. Here's what happened 
when I encountered this new fitness craze. . . 

So PiYo is pilates and yoga put together 
in one cool, new hybrid. It's brought to us 
by the same people who dreamed up the 
'Insanity' workout, but this time it's meant to 
be kinder and more gentle. Pi plus Yo. See 
what they did? I love pilates and yoga. And 
I'm also a big fan of gentleness and being 
kind, so off I went to Haddenham Social Club 
where Cambridgeshire's only PiYo class takes 
place twice a week. "This workout is massive 
in London," says qualified PiYo instructor 
Theresa Quarmby, as she ominously opens 
the double doors in case we all 
get "too hot" during the class. It 
was January and a frosty snap 
had settled hard over the Fens 
outside. Why would we get too 
hot in a lovely yoga class? I 
scanned the room for an 
atmospheric candle or 
an incense stick and 
instead I spotted a 
huge loudspeaker. 

Theresa has a

background in teaching weight management 
exercise classes for the local health authority 
and when she damaged her knee running 
a marathon, (ain't that always the way, 
marathon runners?), she discovered PiYo. "It's 
low impact," says Theresa, "but you still burn 
the calories, so it's perfect if you've 
got an injury." Low impact 
sounds good, I thought. 

Aww, PiYo must just be 
gentle exercises for people 
who've had accidents. 


Bless. I started to relax a bit. 

I've done a bit of yoga before. Upward 
dog, downward dog. Sun salutation. And I'm 
not too bad actually. So I thought this was 
going to be quite easy. "Watch this, ladies," 

I thought as I got ready to show off my skills. 
However, when Theresa switched on the 
music it wasn't the soothing Indian chanting 
I expected but Meghan Trainor's Lips are 
Movin' at full volume. And Theresa didn't say, 
"Roll you head gently and let the cares of 
your day float away on a leaf as you breathe 






innn, and ouuut," she shouted: "Come on, 
let's GO!" 

Suffice to say I was in big trouble. PiYo is 
fast and furious. It's a lot of the yoga poses 
I know, but faster and repeated more, for 
longer on each side, so that you feel like your 
legs would cry tears if they could. There were 
different sections called things like 'Power' 
and 'Core'. 

I saw spots in front of my eyes and was 
seriously considering holding up my hands 
and saying 'You know what Theresa, I'm 
out'. But inbetween sections, she let us have 
a drink (kind) and after about 20 minutes 
I realised this was actually a really good 
workout. Like really, REALLY good. It was 
everything I like about yoga and pilates, but 
incorporating cardio too. A little too much 
lunging for me, but that's OK. 

Before I knew it we had reached the 'cool 
down' section and I'm not joking when I tell 
you the song chosen was by Ed Sheeran who 
started singing 'When your legs don't work 
like they used to before'. Too right Ed. My 
legs had completely had it. I'd massively over¬ 
lunged. The next day I had to pull myself 
around the ground floor of my house while 
sitting on a skateboard. 

If you did PiYo every week, it's quite easy 
to believe you would become strong as a 
tank. And supple as a noodle for that matter, 
too. It scores a (carefully considered) 86.9 on 
my next-day ache-factor scale, but it was fun 
and not off-puttingly hard. Just hard enough 
that it felt worthwhile. PiYo! High five! 

Actually, ouch. That hurt my arm. . .

Station plans: 
group launched 


A NEW group is being set up 
to help push forward plans 
to re-open Soham railway 
station. 

The Soham Railway 
Station Joint East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil (ECDC) / Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council (CCC) 
Project Group will “receive 
and share updates on the 
progress of Soham railway 
station as the scheme pro¬ 
gresses”. 

Members of ECDC’s cor¬ 
porate governance and fi¬ 
nance committee approved 
the formal establishment 
of the group last week - 
around the same time that 
Railfuture East Anglia con¬ 
firmed its support for the 
proposals. 

The county and district 
councils have reaffirmed 
their commitment to devel¬ 
oping the business case to 
bring a railway station back 
to the town - despite the 
fact plans to upgrade the Ely 
North Junction have been 
postponed. 

The authorities say they

are working with Network 
Rail to take the Soham sta¬ 
tion project a step forward 
through what is called the 
‘GRIP 3’ process. 

This will involve develop¬ 
ing more detailed plans for 
a station and the services 
needed to make it viable. It 
will also look at the levels of 
investment required to re¬ 
build the station. 

Cllr James Palmer, leader 
of the district council, said: 
“Soham is growing - creat¬ 
ing jobs, encouraging in¬ 
vestment and bringing peo¬ 
ple to live in the area. 

“If we are to support this 
growth in the future we need 
to deliver the infrastructure 
which is needed. 

“The station project is vi¬ 
tal to the town and its hopes 
of thriving in the future. This 
is why I am passionate to 
deliver a piece of infrastruc¬ 
ture which I believe will 
make a huge difference not 


just to Soham but to Cam¬ 
bridgeshire as a whole.” 

It was in December that 
Network Rail announced 
that the Ely North Junction 
will not be upgraded until at 
least 2019. 

The upgrades were due 
to be finished in the current 
spending round, which runs 
until 2019, however Network 
Rail announced that the 
work will take place in the 
next spending period, which 
runs from 2019 until 2024. 

Soham station was de¬ 
stroyed on June 2, 1944, af¬ 
ter a consignment of bombs 
travelling through the town 
caught fire. 

Re-opening the station 
could provide a direct rail 
link to Ely, Cambridge, Pe¬ 
terborough, Bury St Ed¬ 
munds and Ipswich.

Cons Wilson said: “We have 
made a lot of announcements in 
recent months about our finan¬ 
cial position, the demand we are 
facing and the changes we are 
making to our services.” 

One of these was a concern 
about policing measures in the 
town if the new homes are built. 

The commenter asked: “I un¬ 
derstand that the Government 
may be about to approve plans 
for 4,000 houses on the soon to 
be closed Mildenhall airbase and 
I gather there may be another 500 
or so houses set to be built at Er- 
iswell near Lakenheath. 

“Will the local stations at Bran- 
dond and Mildenhall get extra

staff to deal with the increase?” 

Mr Passmore said that “major 
changes” in the demogtaphic of 
towns “will certainly be taken into 
account when deploying police 
resources”. 

The Government is not giving 
permission, but is releasing part 
of the site for housing. 

Cons Wilson also said the force 
would be lifting the freeze on 
police officer recruitment which 
has been in place for the past two 
years. He said they would be look¬ 
ing to recruit about 100 people 
over the next year. 

Cons Wilson added: “We are 
working hard with our partners in 
Suffolk to ensure we can become 
more representative of our com¬ 
munities through this process.” 

Mr Passmore said that the force 
was currently proposing a 1.958 
per cent increase in their council 
tax precept to pay for 30 new of¬ 
ficers next year.
